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DYEING GREEN TEAS. 


As — persons in this country, as 
well as in Europe, have a peculiar taste 
for “colored” green teas, the following 
account of the coloring process, given by 
Mr. Fortune, as practised in the Hwuy- 
chow green-tea districts, upon those teas 
which are destined for the foreign mar- 
kets, may uot prove uninteresting to the 
American reader. Itis extracted verba- 
tim from Mr. Fortune’s note book: 

“The superintendent of the workmen 
managed the coloring part of the process 
himself. Having procured a portion of 
Prussian blue, he threw it into a porce- 
lain bowl, not unlike a chemist’s mortar, 
and erushed it iuto a very fine powder. 
At the same time, a quantity of gypsum 
was produced and burned in the charcoal 
fires which were then roasting the teas. 
The object of this was to soften it, in 
order that it might be readily pounded 
into a very fine powder, in the same man- 
ner as the Prussian blue had been. The 

ypsum, having been taken out of the 
fre after a certain timo had elapsed, 
readily crumbled down and was reduced 
to powder in the mortar. ‘These two 
substances, having been thus prepared, 
were then mixed together in the proper: 
tion of four parts of gypsum to three 
parts of Prussian blue, and formed a light 
blue powder, which was then ready for 
use. This coloring matter was applied to 
the teas dpring the last process of roast- 
ing. About five minutes before the tea is 
removed from the pans, the time being 
regulated by the burning of a joss-stick, 
the superintendent took a small! porcelain 
spoon, and with it he scattered a portion 
of the coloring matter over the leaves in 
each pan. The workmen then turned the 
leaves rapidly round with both hands, in 
order that the color might be equally 
diffused. During this part of the opera- 
tion, the hands of the workmen were 
quite blue. I could not help thinking 
that, if any green-tea drinkers had been 
present during the operation, their taste 
would have been corrected, and, I may 
be allowed to add, improved. It. seems 
perfectly ridiculous that a civilized people 
should prefer these dyed teas to those of 
8 natural n. No wonder that the 
Chinese consider the natives of the West 
to be a race of ‘barbarians.’ 

“One day,an English gentleman, in 
Shangbee, being in conversation with 
some Chinese from the green-tea country, 
asked them what reasons they had for 
dyeing the tea, and whether it would not 
be better without undergoing this pro- 
cess. They acknowledged that tea was 
much better when prepared without hav- 
ing any such ingredients mixed with it, and 
that the never drank dyed teas them- 
selves; but justly remarked that, as fo- 
reigners seemed to prefer having @ miIx- 
ture of Prussian blue aud gypsum with 
their tea, to make it look uviform and 
pretty, and as these ingredients were 
cheap enough, the Chinese had no objec- 
tion to supply them, especially as such 
teas always fetched a higher price. 

“T took some trouble to ascertain pre- 
cisely the quantity of coloring matter 
used in the process of dyeing green teas, 
not certainly with the view of assisting 
others, either at home or abroad, in the 
art of coloring, but simply to show green- 
tea drinkers in Eugland, and more par- 
ticularly in the United States of America,

A geveral row ensued; but the 
fun of the thing put the crowd all on the 
side of the bull. The horsemen contended 
they were swindled out of their purse, and 
that if it had not been for Hay’s horn and 
ox-hide, which he ought not to have been 
permitted to bring on the ground, the 
thing would not have turned out as it did. 

Upon this, Hays told them that his 
bull could beat any of their horses any- 
how, and if they would put up a hundred 
dollars against the purse he had won, he 
would take off the ox-hide and leave his 
tin horn, and run a fair race with them. 
His offer was accepted, and the money 
staked. 

They again took their places at the 
starting post, and the signal was given. 
Hays gave the bull another touch with 
his spur, and the bull gave a tremendous 
bellow. The horses remembering the 
dreadful sound, thought all the rest was 
coming as before. Away they went again, 
in spite of all the exertions of their riders, 
while Hays galloped the bull around the 
track and won the money.
